The Star of the West is a very 


nice 
prospect, 
showing 
chlorides 
of 


silver and copper 
glance ore, running 


from two to twelve hundred dollars per 
ton. 
However, 
the outcropping* of 


this claim are not very distinct and 
not enough 
work has 
been 
done to 


demonstrate 
the existence of a regular 


vein. 
The North Star baa 1 a regular 


outcropping, welldefined for about six 
hundred feet, with enough work done
